The scenes above show a train wreck 
three miles west of Hope at the Chelsea 
siding, The wreck occurred at 1:15 a, m. 
on June 3, 1918 and two persons were 
killed.

Sunshine Special, Missouri Pacific 
fast train from Texas to St. Louis, was 
wrecked at 1:15 a.m. Monday at the 
Chelsea Siding and the engine and nine 
coaches were hurled from the track in- 
to a cotton field. 
Engineer Charles Perringer of Little 
'jiock and Fireman A, Walker , Texar- 
kana were killed outright. The mail 


clerk and baggageman and 20 others 
were injured, 
All were given first 'aid' by Hope and 
Texarkana docotors, placed on relief 
trains and sent to Texarkana 'and Little 
Rock, 
The train was going 50 'miles per hour. 
The wreck was caused by an open rail 
switch, the switch having been secured 
in that position by a piece of iron and 
clearly the work of a national enemy. 
Three wrecks of this nature and another 
attempted wreck have occurred here 
within the past few months at Chelsea 
Switch. The lock had been broken and 
the switch light turned off. 
It is thought those responsible for the 
wreck expected to destroy a troop 
train.
